Test-tube  fertilization 
helps  couples  conceive

Infertility  is  a  problem  for  one  out  of  every  four 
couples  in  the  United  States,  according  to  a  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Utah  professor. 

Dr.  Ronald  Urry,  an  associate  professor  of 
surgery,  obstetrics  and  gynecology  at  the  U.  of  U. 
Medical  Center  and  an  adjunct  professor  at  BYU, 
said  in  vitro  fertilization  has  a  success  rate  of  15  to 
25  percent  for  infertile  couples.  In  15  to  20  per¬ 
cent  of  all  couples  who  are  infertile,  both  the  man 
and  the  woman  have  conditions  contributing  to  the 
infertility,  he  said.  Thirty-five  to  40  percent  of  in¬ 
fertility  stems  from  medical  disorders  in  the  man, 
with  another  35  to  40  percent  stemming  from  dis¬ 
orders  in  the  woman.  In  a  small  percentage  of 
infertility  cases,  no  known  medical  disorders  are 
found,  according  to  the  American  College  of  Ob¬ 
stetricians  and  Gynecologists. 

Last  resort 

Urry  has  conducted  research  here  concerning  in 
vitro  fertilization.  He  said  in  vitro  fertilization  is 
instituted  only  after  standard  medical  procedures 
have  been  exhausted  and  the  couple’s  only  alterna¬ 
tive  is  adoption. 

First,  the  woman  is  placed  on  drugs  so  she  will 
produce  multiple  eggs,  said  Urry.  Starting  on  the 
eighth  day  of  her  menstrual  cycle,  ultra  sound  is 
used  to  monitor  the  size  of  the  follicles,  the  part  of 
the  ovary  from  which  the  egg  is  released,  to  see  if 
the  eggs  are  mature  enough. 

Hormone  injected 

Doctors  try  to  bring  the  woman  as  close  to  ovula¬ 
tion  as  they  can.  Next  Human  Chorionic  Gona- 
dotropian  is  injected  into  the  female.  HCG  causes 
final  maturation.  Thirty-five  hours  later  a  minor 
surgical  procedure  called  laparoscopy  is  performed 
to  remove  the  egg  from  her  ovaries. 

Four  to  seven  hours  after  the  egg  is  removed  it  is 
fertilized  with  the  sperm  of  the  husband. 

Fifteen  hours  later,  the  egg  is  checked  to  see  if  it 
has  been  fertilized.  If  the  egg  is  ready,  it  is  then 
transferred  into  another  solution  for  one  more  day 
and  is  then  returned  to  the  female.  The  procedure  is 
performed  over  a  42-to  47-hour  period. 

The  woman’s  blood  is  checked  for  HCG  10  to  12 
days  after  the  transplant  to  see  if  the  embryo  has 
implanted  itself  in  the  uterus.  If  HCG  is  present, 
the  procedure  has  been  a  success  and  the  woman  is 
pregnant. 

Tested  by  Urry 

The  medium  used  throughout  the  procedure  was 
developed  and  tested  by  Urry  at  BYU.  It  is  a 
modified  HAMS  F-10  which  is  a  culture  that  prom¬ 
otes  healthy  cells  that  has  been  tested  on  white 
mice  to  check  for  the  most  effective  procedure. 
Research  in  culturing  embryos  and  in  preparation 
of  the  sperm  for  fertilization  was  also  conducted  on 
campus. 

Urry  spent  two  weeks  in  Australia  working  with 
two  different  groups  learning  their  techniques.  Au¬ 
stralia  is  the  world  leader  in  in  vitro  ferilization, 
Urry  said  even  though  England  did  report  the  first 
success  with  the  process.  The  worldwide  success 
rate  is  between  15  and  25  percent. 

In  vitro  fertilization  is  elaborate  and  expensive. 


Some  factors  contributing  to  the  high  cost  are  ex¬ 
tensive  blood  tests,  drug  therapy  and  a  sophisti¬ 
cated  incubator  needed  for  fertilization  of  the 
sperm  and  egg. 

The  average  cost  is  $4,000  to  $5,000  per  attempt, 
Urry  said.  With  a  15-percent  success  rate  and  costs 
running  around  $5,000,  a  baby  could  cost  anywhere 
from  $5,000  to  $35,000  depending  on  the  number  of 
attempts  before  success  is  achieved. 

New  medical  technology,  such  as  this  one,  has 
given  couples  a  chance  to  experience  the  miracle  of 
birth.  In  a  field  as  new  and  experimental  as  this 
does  a  doctor  ever  find  his  work  tedious?  “I  get  a 
sense  of  awe,”  he  said,  “every  time.”

In  March  1978,  the  following  statement  by  the 
First  Presidency  of  The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints  was  sent  to  all  priesthood  leaders 
as  an  update  to  page  105  of  the  General  Handbook 
of  Instruction: 

“The  Church  discourages  artificial  insemination 
with  other  than  the  semen  of  the  husband.  Artificial 
insemination  with  semen  other  than  from  the  hus¬ 
band  may  produce  problems  related  to  family  har¬ 
mony.  The  Church  recognizes  that  this  is  a  personal 
matter  which  must  be  ultimately  left  to  the  deter¬ 
mination  of  the  husband  and  wife  with  the  responsi¬ 
bility  for  their  decision  resting  solely  upon  them. 

“A  child  born  by  means  of  artificial  insemination 
after  parents  are  sealed  in  the  temple  is  bom  in  the 
covenant.  A  child  born  by  artificial  insemination 
before  parents  are  sealed  may  be  sealed  subse¬ 
quent  to  the  sealing  of  parents.” 

In  addition 

Don  Lefevre  of  the  Public  Communications  De¬ 
partment  of  the  LDS  Church  released  this  state¬ 
ment  regarding  in  vitro  fertilization  to  be  applied  to 
the  statement  above: 

“The  Church  has  not  taken  a  position  disapprov¬ 
ing  in  vitro  fertilization  when  the  semen  of  the 
husband  and  the  egg  of  the  wife  are  used.  But  the 
Church  strongly  discourages  in  vitro  fertilization 
when  semen  other  than  that  of  the  husband  or  the 
egg  other  than  that  of  the  wife  is  used.”

“The  names  of  the 
first  to  receive  the 
checks  and  the  amounts 
will  not  be  disclosed,” 
the  spokeswoman  said. 
“It’s  a  private  matter.” 

The  issuance  of  the 
checks  was  the  first  step 
in  the  transfer  of  the 
property’s  title  to  the 
government,  which  will 
purchase  the  entire 
town  using  $33  million  in 
federal  Superfund 
monies. 

About  900  properties 
are  designated  for  the 
buyout,  and  appraisals 
haye.been  completed  on 
abbut  290.  As  of  early 
this  week,  77  offers  had 
been  made  to  property 
owners  and  41  had  been 
signed  and  accepted. 

Not  all  property  own¬ 
ers  are  satisfied  with 
offers  being  made  by 
appraisers  hired  by  the 
government.

Saturday  to  trounce  an  outmanned  Bowling  Green 
squad  63-28  before  a  sun-drenched  crowd  of  64,659 
in  Cougar  Stadium. 

While  last  week’s  game  with  Baylor  was  in  doubt 
until  the  final  gun  soundei],  the  Cougars  put  Satur¬ 
day’s  game  out  of  reach  in  thesecond  quarter  when 
they  outscored  Bowling  Green  22-0. 

With  the  Cougars  leading  13-7  late  in  the  first 
period,  BYU  quarterback  Steve  Young  directed  an 
11-play,  65-yard  drive  that  ended  with  a  14-yard 
touchdown  pass  from  Young  to  wide  receiver  Kirk 
Pendleton,  who  had  five  receptions  for  96  yards  and 
two  touchdowns  on  the  day.  Young  then  ran  in  the 
two-point  conversion  to  give  the  Cougars  a  21-7 
lead. 

After  the  BYU  defense  forced  a  Falcon  punt, 
Young  took  the  Cougars  40  yards  in  six  plays  —  the 
final  play  being  a  4-yard  run  by  Young  —  to  in¬ 
crease  the  lead  to  28-7. 

Bowling  Green  then  went  on  a  60-yard  drive,  but 
missed  a  36-yard  field  goal  attempt.  After  the  miss, 
BYU  took  over  on  its  own  20-yard  line.  Five  plays 
later,  Young  completed  a  35-yard  bomb  to  Pendle¬ 
ton,  giving  the  Cougars  a  35-7  lead  with  4:24  re¬ 
maining  in  the  first  half.

The  drive,  which  consumed  2:39,  was  capped 
by  Young’s  15-yard  scoring  pass  to  wide  receiver 
Glen  Kozlowski. 

The  Falcons  cam.e  back  quickly  however,  as 
McClure,  who  hit  on  30  out  of  46  pass  attempts  for 
362  yards  and  two  touchdowns,  directed  an  80-yard 
drive  that  ended  in  a  touchdown  when  running  back 
Darryl  Story  ran  into  the  endzone  from  15  yards  out 
to  make  the  score  49-21. 

While  Young  was  the  star  of  the  game,  McClure 
was  also  impressive.  BYU  Head  Coach  LaVell  Ed¬ 
wards  said  McClure  reminded  him  of  a  young  Marc 
Wilson.  “I  was  very  impressed  with  Brian 
McClure.  He  measures  up  to  everything  good  that 
has  been  said  about  him.” 

On  BYU’s  next  drive,  the  Cougars  drove  to  the 
Bowling  Green  18  before  Falcon  defensive  back 
Melvin  Marshall  picked  off  a  Young  pass  and  re¬ 
turned  it  80  yards  to  make  the  score  49-28  in  favor 
of  BYU. 

The  pass  was  actually  in  the  grasp  of  Kozlowski, 
but  Marshall  came  up  and  stripped  him  of  the  ball 
and  took  off  down  the  sidelines  for  the  score. 

Young  stayed  in  for  one  more  drive  and  drove  the 
Cougars  78  yards  in  seven  plays  to  put  BYU  up 
56-28.  Eddie  Stinnett  finished  off  the  drive  when  he 
ran  into  the  end  zone  from  the  Bowling  Green  12- 
yard  line. 

Stinnett  shines,  too 

In  addition  to  Young,  Stinnett  had  a  solid  all- 
around  game  for  the  Cougars.  The  senior  running 
back  rushed  for  80  yards  on  five  carries  and  caught 
eight  passes  for  another  63  yards. 

BYU’s  backup  quarterback  Robbie  Bosco 
finished  off  the  scoring  when  he  drove  the  Cougars 
34  yards  in  seven  plays  —  the  final  play  being  an 
8-yard  touchdown  pass  to  wide  receiver  Adam 
Haysbert. 

Although  the  Cougars  started  slowly  in  the  first 
period,  Edwards  said  he  was  pleased  with  the  over¬ 
all  performance  of  his  team.  “I  thought  we  were  a 
bit  tentative  out  there  in  the  first  quarter,  but 
overall  it  was  a  big  improvement  over  last  week’s 
game.” 

-  Despite  their  improved  play,  Edwards  said  the 
Cougars  must  play  better.

Whitaker:  I  can  only  speak  for  this  office.  We 
will  from  time  to  time  offer  the  use  of  the  poly¬ 
graph,  in  order  for  a  student  to  clear  himself.  We 
never  force  the  polygraph  on  anybody.  It  is  strictly 
a  voluntary  situation,  and  we  do  not  offer  it  very 
often.  In  those  cases  we  have  some  that  say,  “ Y eah, 
I’ll  take  it,  no  problem.”  And  we  have  others  that 
will  turn  it  down  —  and  that’s  fine. 

We  offer  it  as  a  resource,  or  a  help,  to  the  stu¬ 
dent.  If  he  just  swears  up  and  down  that  he’s  totally 
innocent  of  any  wrongdoing,  and  yet  there’s  some 
inkling  of  guilt  and  some  pretty  hard  evidence,  then 
we  just  use  that  as  a  means  of  letting  the  person  try 
to  clear  himself.  If  they  come  through  and  they’re 
not  deceptive,  then  as  far  as  I’m  concerned  they’re 
telling  the  truth.  They  tell  us  that  these  polygraphs 
are  about  90  percent  accurate,  and  we’ve  got  an 
excellent  polygraph  man  here  on  campus.  We  feel 
pretty  good  about  it. 

Monday:  Do  you  ever  make  deals  with  students, 
whereby  penalties  are  less  severe  if  they  turn  in 
others  associated  with  the  violation? 

Whitaker:  Well,  I  really  can’t  answer  that,  be¬ 
cause  here  in  this  office,  we  really  don’t  make  any 
deals  or  are  even  in  a  position  to  say  to  ...  a  drug 
user,  “Hey,  you  turn  in  all  of  these  people  and  we’re 
not  going  to.  .  .  .”  That’s  somebody  else’s  area,  not 
ours.  We  deal  only  with  cases  where  we  have  some 
pretty  good  evidence. 

Monday:  There  are  some  universities  that  have 
their  own  “standards,”  such  as  Stanford  Universi- 
;  ty,  that  honor  their  honor  code  by  promising  not  to 
proctor,  or  police,  testing  areas,  thereby  trusting 
the  students  to  be  honest.  What  are  your  views  on 
that  philosophy,  with  regards  to  BYU? 


Whitaker:  If  every  student  lived  up  to  the  com¬ 
mitment  they  made  upon  coming  to  the  university, 
there  would  be  no  reason  to  have  anybody  check  up 
on  anybody,  as  far  as  testing,  or  anything  else.  But 
experience  shows  us  that  that’s  just  not  the  case. 
We  have  a  fair  amount  of  cheating  that  goes  on 
here,  and  we  are  aware  of  some  rings  of  students 
who  actually  swipe  examinations  from  professors, 
off  desks  and  out  of  file  cabinets,  and  make  copies  of 
that  exam,  and  sell  them  for  five  or  10  bucks  apiece. 

Monday:  What  is  the  biggest  criticism,  by  stu¬ 
dents,  of  the  University  Standards  office? 

Whitaker:  Well,  I  think  that  most  people  think 
that  this  office  is  the  gestapo,  and  that  we  probably 
bring  students  in  here  and  chain  them  up,  give 
them  45  lashes  and  threaten  them  and  badger 
them.  I  think  by  and  large  we  don’t  do  that, 
(laughs). 

We’re  pretty  easy-going  and  kind.  I  think  we  can 
be  firm,  and  we  are  firm  when  we  have  to  be.  We’ll 
deal  with  problems  head  on,  if  that’s  what  it  takes. 

Monday:  Some  students  perceive  the  office  of 
standards  as  having  informants  and  spys  at  every 
corner.  Is  there  any  validity  to  that  image? 

Whitaker:  We  don’t  spy  on  people  —  we’ve  had 
people  come  in  here  and  say,  “I  want  to  know  who 
that  was  sneaking  around  in  the  bushes  out  there,” 
or  “casing  out  our  house”  —  well  that’s  not  us.  I 
don’t  know  who  it  might  be,  but  that  doesn’t  come 
from  this  office  because  we  don’t  do  that  kind  of 
work. 


Government 
needs  less 
property  tax 

(AP)  —  The  property 
tax  rebellion  of  the 
1970s  isn’t  likely  to 
spread  into  the  1980s, 
but  the  levy  will  con¬ 
tinue  to  be  less  and  less 
important  as  a  source  of 
money  for  local  govern¬ 
ment. 

That’s  the  conclusion 
of  a  new  study  by  the 
Academy  for  State  and 
Local  Government,  a 
non-profit  research  cen¬ 
ter  in  Washington. 

The  study,  “Property 
Tax  Issues  for  The 
1980s,”  said  the  import¬ 
ance  of  the  property  tax 
“declined  precipitous¬ 
ly,  ”  beginning  in  the  late 
1960s. 

Between  1969-70  and 
1980-81,  state  and  local 
property  tax  revenue 
declined  in  real  infla¬ 
tion-adjusted  per-capita 
terms.  By  the  beginning 
of  the  1980s,  property 
taxes  provide  only  31 
percent  of  state  and  loc¬ 
al  tax  revenues,  down

Tooth  substance 
determines  age

There’s  a  murderer  in  the  world  that  kills  10,000 
healthy  babies  a  year  and  baffles  world  health  ex¬ 
perts. 

Though  it  is  known  as  crib  death  to  most  people, 
it  is  called  Sudden  Infant  Death  Syndrome  by  those 
who  study  it. 

SIDS  is  defined  as  the  sudden,  unexpected  and 
inexplicable  death  of  an  infant.  A  thorough  post¬ 
mortem  examination  fails  to  show  the  cause  of 
death,  medical  examiners  say. 

The  syndrome  accounts  for  about  10  percent  of 


the  deaths  of  American  infants  that  occur  during 
the  first  year  of  life,  according  to  national  health 
department  records. 

Eighty-six  infants  died  from  SIDS  last  year  in 
Utah,  said  Francis  Frost,  a  registered  nurse  and 
director  of  the  SIDS  Research  Program  in  Salt 
Lake  City. 

Most  cases  of  SIDS  occur  between  the  ages  of 
three  weeks  and  five  months,  with  two  to  four- 
month-olds  being  at  the  peak  age. 

Seasonal  distribution 

Most  studies  have  shown  a  clear-cut  seasonal 
distribution  of  SIDS  victims. 

“It  has  been  found  that  it  occurs  more  often  in  the 
winter  months,”  said  Carolyn  Duggins,  clinical 
coordinator  for  the  SIDS  Research  Program. 

Duggins  said  there  is  an  increased  risk  of  SIDS 


among  babies  of  low  birth  weight,  among  those  who

Frost  said  in  many  cases,  the  baby  seems  per¬ 
fectly  healthy  prior  to  death,  although  most  have  a 
history  of  minor  respiratory  problems. 

“In  Utah,  35  to  50  percent  of  our  SIDS  victims 
have  had  respiratory  problems.” 

Sudden  Infant  Death  usually  occurs  while  the 
baby  is  asleep,  said  Frost.  “The  cause  is  not  suffoca¬ 
tion,  aspiration  or  regurgitation.” 

She  added  that  suffocation  is  the  cause  almost 
universally  suspected  by  parents. 

“It  is  true  that  suffocation  is  sometimes  sug¬ 
gested  by  the  condition  of  the  body  (face  covered  by 
a  blanket,  head  pressed  into  a  corner  of  the  crib, 
etc.)i  However,  this  appearance  may  be  simulated 
or  exaggerated  if,  as  seems  to  be  the  case,  there  is  a 
brief  but.  silent  struggle  during  the  episode. 

Within  seconds 

“There  is  no  suffering  and  the  death  probably 
occurs  within  seconds,”  Frost  said. 

Utah  state  law  requires  an  autopsy  be  performed 
on  any  infant  that  dies  suddenly  or  without  known 
cause. 

“It  is  often  painful  for  the  parents,  but  the  im¬ 
portance  of  a  carefully  performed  autopsy  cannot 
be  overemphasized,”  she  said. 

For  this  reason,  sleep  laboratories  have  been 
organized  around  the  country  to  study  sleep  dis¬ 
orders  and  problems  with  apnea,  a  period  of  not 
breathing  during  sleep. 

“In  our  laboratory  we  do  sleep  assestments  of 
babies  and  monitor  their  breathing,”  said  Duggins. 

“We  monitor  respiratory  patterns,  heart  rate 
and  the  child’s  response  to  carbon  dioxide.” 


COLLEGE  STA¬ 
TION,  Texas  (UPI)  — 
In  the  same  way  the  age 
of  a  tree  can  be  deter¬ 
mined  by  counting  its 
rings,  there’s  hope  for 
determining  a  person’s 
age  by  the  layers  of  a 
bony  substance  built  up 
on  the  roots  of  teeth,  a 
Texas  A&M  veterinary 
scientist  reports. 

The  technique  would 
be  particularly  useful,  in 
identifying  victims  of 
•  disasters  whose  remains 
are  reduced  to  bones 
and  teeth,  said  George 
Stott. 

Stott  said  teeth  are 
held  in  their  sockets  by  a 
bony  substance  called 
cementum,  and  each 
year  two  new  layers  of 
cementum  are  added  un¬ 
til  the  tooth  is  pulled  or 
the  person  dies. 

The  two  layers  are 
known  as  an  annulation, 
and  each  annulation 
leaves  a  ring  like  those 
on  a  tree  trunk. 

In  Stott’s  research 
project,  supported  by  a 
two-year,  $118,087 
grant  from  the  National 
Institute  of  Dental  Re¬ 
search,  he  and  veterin¬ 
ary  student  Jay  Naylor, 
are  devising  a  technique 
for  staining  thin  sections 
of  teeth  so  the  annula¬ 
tion  rings  are  distinct 
enough  to  count. 

If  the  method  is  per- 
fected,  Stott  said, 
pathologists  may  be  able 
to  pinpoint  a  person’s 
age  at  death  with  just  a 
half-dozen  samples  from 
any  tooth.

Ring  of  the  bell 
unites  boxers 
six  to  21  in  age

The  bell  rang,  signaling  the  beginning  of  the  box¬ 
ing  match.  Entering  the  ring  from  each  corner  with 
fists  swinging  were  Shawn  and  Shane  Stoneman, 
ages  6  and  7. 

The  mascot  fight  between  the  two  brothers  en¬ 
ded  in  a  draw,  but  it  was  the  only  fight  during  the 
Dell’s  Club  Boxing  Invitational  that  was  to  end  that 
way. 

The  amateur  boxing  invitational  conducted  at  the 
Steel  Union  Club  in  Orem  brought  together  boys 
from  Utah  and  Nevada. 

Thirty-two  boys  ranging  in  age  from  6  to  21  and 
in  experience  from  two  to  160  fights  had  gathered 
to  do  what  they  enjoy  most  —  boxing. 

Lengths  vary 

David  Hall,  a  time  keeper  for  the  night’s  boxing 
matches,  said  the  length  of  the  matches  varies 
according  to  the  skill  and  experience  of  the  boxers 
involved.  The  matches  last  between  one  and  one- 
half  to  three  minutes.  Each  point  scored  by  the 
boxer  is  determined  by  three  punches,  either  to  the 
front  of  the  face,  chest,  stomach  or  glove. 

Hall,  whose  son  took  second  place  in  national 
light-heavyweight  competition  last  year,  said  he 
encouraged  his  son’s  interest  in  boxing  to  help  build 
self-confidence.  “Robert  was  overweight  and  I  fi¬ 
gured  this  would  be  a  way  to  build  his  confidence/’ 
Other  parents  of  the  boxers  said  they  felt  boxing 
would  give  their  sons  a  way  to  protect  themselves. 

Many  of  the  boxing  clubs  are  sponsored  by  police 
who  hope  to  keep  the  boys  off  the  streets.  Anthony 
Mora,  a  boxer  from  Ogden,  said  he  had  wanted  to 
box  and  asked  an  officer  if  he  could.  “He  said  I  could 
because  it  would  be  good  for  me.” 

Family  affair 

The  boxers  spend  as  much  as  three  hours  a  day 
training  for  their  matches,  according  to  Troy 
Anderson,  a  boxer  from  Wendover,  Nev.  Because 
of  the  time  involved,  boxing  often  becomes  a  family 
affair.  Robert  Stoneman,  the  father  of  the  young 
brothers  who  began  the  evening’s  activities,  said  he 
has  been  training  his  sons  for  the  last  year  and  will 
continue  to  work  with  them  at  the  local  gym. 

Both  Stoneman  and  his  wife,  Sabrina,  said  they 
find  great  enjoyment  in  coaching  and  judging  box¬ 
ing  matches,  not  only  at  the  Dell’s  amateur  invita¬ 
tional  but  also  at  several  other  boxing  matches. 
Hall  said  many  of  the  referees,  coaches  and  time 
keepers  are  parents  either  brought  into  the  boxing 
environment  by  their  sons’  interest  or  as  fathers 
who  are  ex-boxers  that  want  to  share  the  joy  of 
boxing  with  their  sons. 

The  coaches  also  include  many  ex-boxers  who  do 
not  have  sons.  Chappie  Hayashi,  one  of  the 
coaches,  has  been  boxing  for  65  years  both  as  a 
professional  and  an  amateur. 

Develop  friendships 

•  Many  of  the  boys  develop  friendships  within  the 
clubs.  Nick  McCausland  and  Aaron  Cordova  were 
pitted  against  each  other  during  the  invitational. 
They  both  fought  hard  but  at  the  end  of  the  fight, 
embraced  in  friendship.  McCausland,  who  lost  the 
fight,  said,  “I  fought  hard  but  I’ll  fight  harder  next, 
tipse.  It  was  a  blast.” 

Anderson*  who  has  160  fights  behind  him,  said  he 
ho^es  some  day  to  become  a  professional  fighter. 
Many  of  the  more  experienced  boxers  also  said  they 
hope  to  go  professional  at  some  point. 

Even  many  of  those  who  were  disappointed  by 
their  losses,  said  they  hope  to  fight  professionally 
some  day.

The  SIDS  program  teaches  parents 
cardiac  pulmonary  resuscitation  and 
offers  information  and  counseling.  It 
is  a  statewide  effort  to  help  parents  of 
SIDS  victims  cope  with  their  grief, 
questions  and  guilt. 

“Often  the  case  —  parents  have 
bedded  down  their  baby,  gone  out  for 
the  evening  and  left  the  children  in  a 
sitter’s  care,”  Frost  said. 

When  a  SIDS  death  occurs,  there  is 
a  tremendous  amount  of  guilt,  blam¬ 
ing  and  wondering  why,  she  said. 

After  a  medical  examiner  has  con¬ 
firmed  a  SIDS  death,  a  local  public 
health  nurse  contacts  the  family  and 
makes  a  home  visit  within  one  week. 

“Often  a  family  refuses  help,”  Frost 
said,  “but  we  can  work  with  medical 
technicians,  funeral  directors  and 
hospital  administration  to  try  and 
alleviate  some  of  the  pain  arid  grief.” 

The  SIDS  program  is  free  of  charge 
and  provides  workshops  to  parent 
groups  of  SIDS  victims.  ^ 

“We  have  a  Salt  Lake  City.parent 
group  that  meets  each  month  i  at  St. 
Marks  Hospital  to  hear  doctors'’ arid 
researchers  offer  additional  informa¬ 
tion  on  SIDS. 

The  parent  groups  help  because 


they  are  an  activity  that  the  parents 
attend  together.  For  a  moment  both 
mother  and  father  are  united  by  an 
equal  cause,”  Frost  said. 

“Any  mother  who  has  experienced 
the  horror  of  finding  her  baby  dead  in 
his  crib  is  likely  either  to  reject  the 
idea  of  having  another  child  or  to 
attempt  constant  surveillance  of  the 
new  baby  during  the  first  few  months 
of  life,”  said  Frost. 

Frost  said  the  SIDS  program  stres¬ 
ses  two  points  in  this  type  of  situa¬ 
tion. 

“First,  there  is  no  known  way  to 
prevent  SIDS.  There  is  also  no  evi¬ 
dence  that  even  being  in  the  infant’s 
room  at  the  time  (of  death)  could  alter  - 
the  outcome. 

“Second,  placing  a  child  in  a  glass 
cage  is  almost  certain  to  harm  his 
emotional  development.” 

Excessive  protection  is  a  behavior 
pattern  that  is  of  no  proven  benefit  in 
preventing  SIDS  and  is  potentially  in¬ 
jurious  to  the  baby,  she  said. 

“The  best  thing  parents  can  do 
when  it  comes  to  SIDS  is  to  become 
aware  of  it  so  that  if  they  are  ever 
personally  faced  with  the  horror,  they 
will  know  that  it  was  not  their  fault, 
nor  anyone  else’s,”  Frost  said.

Some  EPA  officials, 
who  asked  not  to  be 
identified,  are  unsym¬ 
pathetic  because  the  in¬ 
dustry  has  been  on 
notice  since  1977  that 
the  environmental  agen¬ 
cy  was  seriously  con¬ 
sidering  a  ban. 

In  that  time,  agency 
officials  say,  California 
has  developed  an 
alternative  treatment 
for  oranges,  while  the 
Florida  industry  has 
taken  little  initiative  in 
developing  an  alterna¬ 
tive  for  grapefruit. 

“I  haven’t  seen  them 
lift  a  finger,”  said  one 
EPA  official.

Prose  of  Peru  life 
in  1 1  collections 
is  'delicious'  work 


“Traditions,”  the  best  works  of  a  renowned  Peru¬ 
vian  writer,  present  a  rich  panorama  of  Peruvian 
life,  said  Dr.  Merlin  D.  Compton,  professor  of 
Spanish  and  Portuguese. 

Compton,  who  talked  of  Ricardo  Palma,  his  life, 
writings,  style  and  the  500-prose  “Traditions,”  said 
Palma’s  work  as  a  portrayal  of  the  Spanish  world  is 
“delicious  reading”  that  is  plausible. 

Palma’s  short  prose  pieces  are  “part  history  and 
part  fiction,”  he  said.  “They  present  a  panorama  of 
life  from  the  time  of  the  Incas  to  the  19th  century.” 


Palma,  who  was  born  in  1833  in  Lima,  started 
writing  his  “Traditions”  at  age  18  and  continued 
writing  through  most  of  his  life.  Compton  said  Pal¬ 
ma  published  11  collections. 

Starting  as  a  poet,  Palma  also  wrote  dramas, 
history  and  newspaper  and  magazine  articles.  But 
his  “Traditions”  were  and  are  his  most  popular 
works  in  which  he  “treats  serious  matters  with  a 
light  touch,”  Compton  said. 

Containing  suspenseful  plots  and  colorful  charac¬ 
ters,  the  “Traditions”  are  chatty  and  informal,  he 
said.  As  a  preserver  of  Peru’s  past,  Palma  has  given 
Compton  “many  hours  of  entertainment  and  intel¬ 
lectual  stimulus,”  he  said. 

Compton  and  his  son  are  translating  some  of 
Palma’s  writings  to  English.  These  may  be  pub¬ 
lished  in  a  few  years.

Everyone  ought  to  expect  as  much  from  the  Bible 
as  they  do  from  literature,  said  Dr.  Steven  C.  Wal¬ 
ker,  an  associate  professor  of  English. 

Walker  told  students  that  the  best  parts  of  the 
Bible  are  easy  to  miss.  The  Bible  can  be  a  deeply 
satisfying  book  to  read,  if  people  will  search  for 
what  is  really  there.  However,  people  who  do  not 
read  it,  as  they  do  literature,  will  miss  what  is 
there. 

“Nine  out  of  10  Mormons  who  are  reading  it  at 
any.  given  time  are  asleep,”  he  said. 

Walker  said  he  would  rather  read  the  Bible,  the 
best  selling  book  in  the  world,  than  “Huckleberry 
Finn”  and  “The  Lord  of  the  Rings”  combined. 

The  Bible  is  so  much  a  part  of  our  culture,  one 
does  not  have  to  read  it  to  think  he  has  read  enough 
of  it,  he  said.  Many  bring  too  much  knowledge  with 
them  when  they  read  it  and  are  not  able  to  see  what 
is  there. 

If  readers  will  avoid  over-simplifying  Bible  char¬ 
acters,  deep  human  feeling  can  be  seen,  he  said. 
“The  easiest  thing  to  miss  in  the  Bible  is  the  spirit.” 
But  if  readers  will  examine  the  ways  in  which  it  fits 
into  their  own  lives,  they  will  be  able  to  feel  the 
spirit. 

Some  passages  are  very  humorous.  “Moments  of 
sheer  delight  shine  out  of  its  pages,”  Walker  said. 

People  who  do  not  enjoy  the  Bible  do  not  really 
read  it,  but  rather,  use  it  to  reinforce  previously 
held  ideas,  he  said.

Pesticide  seeps  into  wells; 
EPA  may  ban  from  soil  use 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI)  —  The  Environ- 
mental  Protection 
Agency  will  likely 
announce  a  ban  for  most 
uses  of  the  highly  toxic 
pesticide  ethylene  dib¬ 
romide  by  early  Octo¬ 
ber,  agency  sources 
said. 

The  controversial 
pesticide  probably  will 
face  an  immediate  ban 
for  use  in  soil  to  kill 


small  worms,  the 
sources  say.  The  state  of 
Florida,  which  had  been 
the  prime  contractor  for 
farmers  who  wanted 
EDB  administered  to 
their  soil,  halted  the 
practice  because  the 
pesticide  showed  up  in 
wells. 

Since  1975,  it  has  been 
known  that  EDB  causes

Paiute  Indians 
may  get  land 
for  developmeni 


JOSEPH,  Utah  (AP)  —  Officials  in 
this  central  Utah  town  say  they  will 
not  oppose  federal  legislation  giving 
the  Paiute  Indian  Tribe  land  for  com¬ 
mercial  development  as  long  as  the 
town’s  culinary  water  system  is  pro¬ 
tected. 

U.S.  Rep.  Howard  Nielson,  R- 
Utah,  said  he  has  assured  town  offi¬ 
cials  he  will  not  support  the  legisla¬ 
tion  unless  the  amendments  they 
want  are  attached  to  the  bill. 

Nielson  said  city  officials  want  an 
amendment  requiring  that  any  de¬ 
velopments  be  at  least  1,500  feet  from 
the  culinary  well. 


He  said  they  also  want  ass’ 
that  if  the  water  supply  is  c<  gn 
ated,  either  the  Paiute  Trib  ~ 
Bureau  of  Indian  Affairs  will 
bill  for  the  cleanup.

John  the  Beloved  is  considered  the  most  lovely 
and  compelling  of  any  of  our  greatest  poets,  said 
Dr.  Thomas  Rogers,  professor  of  German  and  Sla¬ 
vic  languages. 

“The  Gospel  of  John  falls  in  no  way  short  of  being 
a  literary  masterpiece,”  he  said. 

Like  a  certain  kind  of  poetry,  it  is  basically  lyric 
and  celebrates  goodness,  truth  and  love  of  God. 
“This  gospel  provokes  in  an  almost  magical  way  a 
sense  of  awe,”  he  said. 

“The  gospel  openly  acknowledges  the  forces  of 
darkness  and  destruction,  and  its  hero  entertains 
no  illusions  regarding  the  threat  they  pose.” 

The  chief  mystery  of  the  Gospel  of  John  is  the 
Lord’s  identity  as  the  Son  of  God,  the  true  Messiah, 
and  the  Savior  of  the  world. 

John  was  supremely  artistic  and  effective.  There 
was  an  ironic  and  perceptive  mind  behind  these 
metaphors,  Rogers  said 

The  Gospel  of  John  is  written  in  a  smooth  and 
elegant  form  with  subtleties  of  expression,  and  per¬ 
sonification  of  the  Savior.  “It  is  the  hallmark  of 
brevity.” 

The  overall  narrative  structure  of  this  gospel 
concentrates  on  the  discourses  of  Christ.  John  de¬ 
votes  five  chapters  to  show  the  great  humility  of 
the  Savior,  Rogers  said,  It  is  fully  articulate  of  the 
Savior’s  great  love  for  everyone. 


Nonetheless,  the  de¬
